InuNDATIONS IN’ Prussia.—In the midst of the great endeavours Prussia has been 
to escape the horrors or the burdens of war, even at the expense of her position in Europe, 
the country has been afflicted during the last six months with three heavy visitations in 
the shape of inundations. Last autumn it was the Oder and several minor rivers in Silesia 
that, swelled above their banks by heavy and continued rains, spread desolation and 
over the surrounding country. More recently the Rhine has exceeded its serene nn | 
and impoverished if not ruined large tracts’ of fertile land; and now the most heartrend- 
ing appeals are being made to the charitable feelings of the public on behalf of sufferers 
‘by most extensive overflowings of the Vistula, in the province of East Prussia.—7Zimes,
